Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—Manda- 
mus proceedings were begun today in 
the supreme court by Virginia authori- 
ties against West Virginia's entire leg- 
islative assembly to compel levying of 
a tax to satisfy the judgment of over 
a million: dollars, adjudged to be W^est 
Virginia's proportion of the Virginia 
state debt in 1861 when West Virginia 
was formed.

El Paso. Tex., Jan. 29.—Five hun- 
dred Mexican women held Juarez yes- 
terday, mobbing street cars from El 
Paso, 
cursing the 
"gringoes," and 
hooting at the Mexican soldiery who 
1 tried to disperse them. 


The trouble began at 8 o'clock in 
the morning. 
By an qrder of the 
United States health service, because 
of the 
typhus V menace, 
quarantine 
regulations against Juarez had gone 
into effect Saturday night, although 
the fact was not generally known in 
Juarez. 


Accordingly, when the first street 
car load of Mexican servant women 
crossed to EI Paso Sunday morning 
the women were amazed A^hen some of 
their number were ordered by inspec- 
tors to enter the disinfecting jstation 
and take a bath in gasoline. 


The women refused, i-emembering 
the gasoline bath in the El Paso city 
jail last year, in which twenty-five 
men were 
burned to death. 
They 
feared a similar 
fate, 
And 
all the 
women in the car, about fifty, walked 
back to the Mexican side. 


A v.-iriety of ruhiors quickly spread 
through Juarez. The one which gained 
most currency was that The Ameri- 
cans-were sti-ipping Mexican women, 
plunging them into gasoline, setting 
them afire, and compelling them to

Street cars coming from the 
America:« side were stopped when tUe 
women lay down on the tracks. Other 
women 
threw 
bricks 
and 
stones, 
wrecking the cars, after dragging the 
motormen 
„and conductors 
off and 
scattering the passengers. 


Soldiers from the Juarez garrison 
charged the rioting women with drawn 
sabres and 
were hooted 
for their 
pains. 
The soldiers then stood about 
helpless while the destruction of street 
cars continued. 
Americans in Juarez 
Aveve not allowed to return to 
the 
American side, though they were not 
attacked. 


A motion picture operator from El 
Paso about 10 o'clock stood in the 
middle of the Santa Fe bridge, turn- 
ing the crank as the rioting continued. 


The women made insulting gestures 
at him and one produced from a stock- 
ing three controllers taken from street 
cars and threw them in his direction. 


Again about 11 o'clock the soldiers 
tried to dispei'se the women. 
A flurry 
of shots followed, but there were no 
casualties, so far as has been reported. 


About 13:30 o'clock the soldiers re- 
gained possession 
of the 
customs 
house, and the women gradually dis- 
appeared for want of anything else 
to do.

M. C. A., chairman at the meet- 
ing, said the senator had been intimi- 
dated by the "wets," who threatened 
to bring business ruin if the senator 
voted for prohibition. 
He said the 
senator and his wife prayed and from 
the prayer came the resolution by the 
senator to vote for prohibition when 
it comes before the upper house. 


Called upon to declare himself, a 
man arose in the back of the theater 
and said he was the senator in ques- 
tion. 
He said he was the father of 
three children, with four grandchil- 
dren; that he was unable to decide 
whether he should avoid the prohibi- 
tion bill by absenting himself from 
the senate or should vote "dry." His 
business was the only reason he as- 
signed for his wavering stand.

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Rome, Italy, Jan. 28.—riVia Faris, 
Jan. 29.)—"Italy wishes oqce for all 
to free the Italians who are still living 
under Austrian tyranny," said Fran- 
cesco Ruffinl, mmlster of public in« 
struction, In a s t a t e n ^ t today to the 
Associated Press in regard .^to Presi- 
dent Wilson's address to the senate. 
"Part o f the president's message re- 
yarding the ^ possibility 
of 
seeking 
guarantbes^ for future peace is sup- 
ported in its fundamental Ideas by 
the entente, which in its noté set forth 
the same aspirations for a stable set* 
tlement in Europe: 
"Naturally 
the 
particular way in which Mr. Wilsoji 
proposes to safeguard peace In the 
future requires discussion. 
Such 
a 
discussion, however, is premature at 
this time for us, since, as the presi- 
dent himself admits, an indispensable 
preliminary to a future understand- 
ing Is that the 'present war mtist first 
be çnded.' 
For us^—actors, not spec- 
tators—this 
preliminary 
is 
of 
the 
greatest interest. 
Therefore, it is es- 
sential to see whether our war aims, 
which Involve such sacrifices for us, 
are in conflict with those 
essential 
conditions indicated by »President Wil- 
son as necessary to safeguard peace 
in the future. 


"The aims of Italy are indispensable 
conditions of peace. 
Mr. Wilson cited 
as an example of what was needed, the 
reconstruction of Poland, adding that it 
was necessary to have 'inviolable secur- 
ity of life, of worship and of industrial 
and social development' for all peoples 
who have lived hitherto 'under the power 
of governments devoted to a faith and 
purpose hostile to their own.' 


"The president also said the world can 
be at peace, 'only if its life be stable and 
there is no stability where the will is in 
rebellion, where there is not tranquility 
of spirit and a sense of justice of free- 
dom, of right.' Italy having laboriously 
emerged from bondage by driving out the 
Austrians, has among her war aims the 
attainment of complete unity. 


"Italy's aims can be attained only by 
victory since hor enemy never for an in- 
stant has hidden or modified the prin- 
ciples of tyranny and oppression which 
would negative absolutely the principles 
proclaimed by the president."

Preliminary skirmishing between the 
wet and dry forces in the senate will 
begin in earnest this week, following 
the arrival of the Wright prohibition 
measure from the house, which will 
be referred by Lieutenant 
Governor 
Busli to the senate committee on pub- 
lic rights and franchises. 


The principal object 
of 
the wet 
forces now is to delay action on the 
dry bill in the upper house until after 
final action on the constitutional con- 
vention measure, the object being the 
defeat of the prohibition bill. 


A movement to put the constitu- 
tional convention bill ahead of the 
prohibitory measure was apparent Sat- 
urdaj', and indications during the day 
were that the early fighting between 
the two factions will be directed along 
those lines. 
The drys insist that the 
best interests of their cause demand 
that the prohibition bill be acted upon 
ahead of the convention measure. The 
wets believe they can stop the passage 
of the dry bill provided they give 
something 
In 
return. 
That "some- 
thing" will be the convention measure. 


Wets Not Reconciled. 


This does not mean that the wets 
have become reconciled to the conven- 
tion plan, but merely shows that they 
, have chosen that which, from their 
standpoint, is the lesser of two evils. 
Those behind the plan see the many 
objectionable features to a constitu- 
tional convention, but they are willing 
to take a chance on beating prohi- 
bition in a convention father than as- 
sume such a risk under the present 
situation in the senate. 


But the success of such a venture is 
problematical, according to those who 
have watched closely the senate situa- 
tion. 
There are indications that the 
plan will prove a fizzle from the wet 
standpoint, for the senate is just as 
likely to turn down a constitutional 
convention bill and pass a prohibitory 
law as it it to do the reverse. 


In this connection it can not be said 
that 
prohibition 
can 
be 
assured 
throygh a convention, even though a 
clause should be inserted prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. It Is pointed out, not alone 
by the drys, but by persons whose first 
consideration is the basic law of Indi- 
ana, that in no state where there is 
constitutional prohibition is it effect- 
ive unless It is backed up by legisla- 
tive enactment. 


Statutory liaw Needed. 


The recital of a clause in the consti- 
tution that the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquor shall be prohib- 
ited must be backed up by a statutory 
law, according to statements by per- 
sons versed in basic law principles. 
It 
was recalled that in 1881 there was an 
amendment to the Indiana constitution 
which said, in effect, "the legislature 
shall provide for the registration of 
voters," and that provision remained 
unnoticed by each recurring general 
assembly for thirty years. 
The legis- 
lature of 1911 passed a law providing 
for the registration ^ voters. 


It was also recalled that for many 
years the constitution of the state of 
New York prohibited race track gam- 
bling, and it was not until Charles E. 
Hughes became governor of that state 
that a law was passed prohibiting such 
gambling. 


The drys now are to use the argu- 
ment that If those who say they believe 
In prohibition are willing to sacrifice 
the present bill for a constitutional 
convention they can not assume to be 
sincerely for prohibUion. 
There are 
Indications 
of 
sentiment among the 
members of the upper house, however. 
In favor of a constitutional convention, 
and the/e is a possibility of the passage 
of both bills. 


The McGonagle bill for a constitu- 
tional 
convention 
has 
passed 
the 
house and the Wright bill for state- 
wide prohibition has also passed the 
lower branch.

Flsk, of Harvey Fisk & Sons, bank- 
ers. was the first witness called at the 
reopening of the "leak" inquiry here 
today. 
Fisk was brought into the in- 
quiry by Thomas W. Lawson declaring 
at the hearings in Washington that 
Archibald White told him Fisk had 
boasted to him that he controlled Sec- 
retary McAdoo, and had offered late 
one night, to summon McAdoo from 
his bed by telephone. 
Lawson also 
said he had heard Fisk was connected 
with the peace note "leak." 


Decision to call Fisk was reached 
today at an executive session of the 
committee and its counsel, Sherman L. 
Whipple. 


Meeting Is Harmonious. 


The meeting was entirely harmoni- 
ous and all agreed that the inquiry 
now should be directed specifically to 
the alleged peace note "leak." 
Just 
before the hea,ring opened Represen- 
tative Bennett said that the mysteri- 
ous, "paper" in his possession showing 
that someone had the foresight to sell 
20,000 shares of steel on a rising mar- 
ket forty-eight hours before the peace 
note 
was released, 
was 
a 
clearing 
house record. 


Fisk denied that he had ever had a 
conversation with White as described 
in the Lawson testimony. 


"I want to state positively," he said, 
"that 
the 
meeting 
described 
never 
took iilace. 
I never had a conversa- 
tion with White 
during which 
the 
name of McAdoo entered. 
I want to 
state that most unequivocally." 


Knew White "Only SUghtly." 


The 
banker 
said 
that 
he 
knew 
White "only slightly," and had met 
him casually, probably not more than 
half a dozen times, 
lie had never, he 
said, had business dealings with him. 
nor did he belong to the same club 
that White did, as seemed to be indi- 
cated in the Luwson testimony. 


risk said that he was closely asso- 
ciated with Mr. McA«soo in the build- 
ing of the Hudson tubes, his firm Ji^-t- 
ing as banker for the construction, but 
that he had seen little of him since he 
entered the cabinet. 


Asked if he hud anything to do with 
closing up McAdoo-« business affairs 
after he entered the treasury, Fisk 
replied affirmatively. 
Upon entering 
the cabinet, Mr. Fisk said, Mr. McAdoo 
turned over all c^f his securities, largely

Fisk's firm and on them obtained a 
loan of 
$112,000. 
On January 
15, 
1914, Fisk said, all of the securities 
having been disposed of, the debt was 
liquidated and a surplus was turned 
over to McAdoo. 


With Much Emphasis. 


"Have you ever purchased or caused 
to be purchased in the last four years 
any 
securities 
in 
which 
Secretary 
McAdoo was interested?" Sherman L. 
Whipple, counsel for the investigating 
committee, asked. 


"I have not sir," Fisk declared with 
great emphasis. 


"In the last four years^" Whipple 
asked, "have you made any requests 
of the secretary?" 


"I have not," Fisk said. 
"To use 
a homely 
expression, I 
have leaned 
backwards 
in that re- 
spect." 


Fisk said that he had personal cor- 
respondence with the secretary, but 
had preserved none of it. 


Lease to Federal Bank. 


"I want to ask you a question," said 
Whipple, "which it was decided by 
the committee in executive session to 
put to you. 
Is it a fact thjjit the ied- 
ei-al reserve bank occupied a building 
belonging to your 
firm?" 


"Yes, during the first year and a 
half of its existence." 


The witness said he personally had 
nothing to do with the negotiations 
for the lease of the offices to the 
bank, these having been conducted by 
the agent of the building. 


"Did you talk to the secretary of 
the treasury about the matter?" pur- 
sued the attorney. 


"I think I did. 
I told him that our 
offices were best adapted to the bank 
of any in the street at that time. 
I 
said I would be very glad to have the 
federal reserve bank take a lease of 
our offices. It was just after the out- 
break of the war. 
Wall street was 
closed up and very few offices were 
available." 


"Did you ask it as a favor?" 
"I did not ask it as a favor. 
I 
thought we had a right, however, to 
use any proper Influence we could 
use." 


Two other concerns, he conceded, 
were seeking to lease offices to the 
bank 
at the same 
time. 
Mr. Fisk 
could not recall the price charged, but 
said he would procure the information 
for the committee, also a copy of the 
lease and the names of the two other 
concerns. 


No Officiais' Names. 


Returning to stock market affairs. 
Mr. Whipple placed before the com- 
mittee the accounts of market deal- 
ings of the Fisk firm during the "leak" 
period and asked If they contained 
the names of any public official.

witness replied in the negative. 


Flsk said that since the "leak"' in- 
quiry started Mr. McAdoo once de- 
clined to converse with him over a 
telephone and again, in a "Washington

communication from its Washington 
representative between Dec. 10 and 23 
relative to the peace note.

When 
one "bolts" from the gang the care taken 
dare not leave the others in order to pur- 
sue the escaping member. 


iook is not blamed for Manke's escape. 
He had no way of knowing that Manke 
was not in line Gillie says. More care 
will be taken in trausferring the crim- 
inals from one part of the jail to the 
other, in the future, however, it is said. 


Prisoners will be questioned in an ef- 
fort to learn which one of the men sub- 
stituted for Manke when Manke's name 
was called for return to the "criminal" 
division of the cell room. Fact that sev- 
eral "dnmks" were in the "criminal" sec- 
tion, temporarily, makes the task a try- 
ing one.

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The Fund for the Auditorium 


The suggestion that the fund provided by the auditorium bond 
issue, less the sum necessarily deducted for the purchase of a site for 
the building, will be inadequate for such a structure as Fort Wayne 
needs, and that, if this be true, there should be delay in plans for the 
building until the error can be remedied, is not one against which 
valid objection can be urged. It is admittedly a matter about which 
the city should be certain before it commits itself to an irrevocable in- 
stance of short-sightedness over which there will be many years of re- 
gret. The people declared for the auditorium project by an over- 
whelming vote. Just as^mphatically, we think, are they anxious that 
when it is completed it shall be a structure large enough, convenient 
enough and sightly enough to respond fully to the needs of the city. 


The Sentinel admits it does not know whose judgment formed the 
basis on which was made the request for $225,000 for auditorium pur- 
poses ; whether these figures were the outcome of definite calculation 
by somebody who knew with some definiteness the cost of such pro- 
posed structure, or whether it was merely an off-hand estimate made 
in the betief that it would be ample. In the issue now raised it would 
be both interesting and valuable to hear from architects and builders 
whose judgment Avill form a definite basis on which to fix calculations. 
There must be no needless investment of money in the auditorium, of 
course, but on the other hand, no citizen desires to see adopted a 
picayunish policy cither as to size of site or character or capacity of 
building that will compel Fort Wayne to begin to make apologies for 
its shortsightedness before it is fairly into the enjoyment of the fruits 
of its civic enterprise. If we have been too niggardly with our pro- 
]>oscd investment, noAv is the time to find it out—and to correct it.

VIENNA GOING OUT FOR TRADE OF 
BALKANS. 


The Commercial bank of Vienna in- 
tends to establish a special Balkan ex- 
change in Vienna and Budapest, says a 
Vienna dispatch to the Cologne Volks- 
zeitung. 
It is to foi;m a center for the 
importation of all raw materials coming 
from the Balkans and the near east; to 
a buying center for all goods and wares 
produced and sold in Austria-Hungary 
W 
exportation to the Balkans and the 
near east; and, finally to promote the 
influx of tourists into the dual mon- 
archy. 
A large goods depot will be at- 
tached to the exchange, where the wares 
will be both stored and examined. 


This exchange is being created in the 
form of a company, the larger part of 
the shares of which will be held by the 
Austro-Hungarian government, and the 
rest by private individuals. 
There will 
be a board of directors, half of whom 
will be representatives of the govern- 
ment and the other half elected by the 
private members 
of 
the concern. 
Its 
capital will be about-$200,000. 


CONSTANTINOPLE FULL 
OF GER- 
MAN ADVISERS. 


Prof. Vamberg, who has been in Con- 
stantinople founding a "brotherhood-in- 
arms .society," writes to the, Budapest 
Az Ujsag that the circles today guiding 
the destinies of the Ottoman empire are 
doing all they can to westernize Turkey. 


Every piinistry has its German advis- 
er, he says. Eight young German profes- 
sors havè been appointed, at the Uni- 
versity of Constantinople. 
The principle 
difficulty is the language. 
They read 
their lectures in Turkish from a transla- 
tion, but the pronunciation 
is 
awful. 
Their success is A^ery small. 


Evén if the Turks greatly respect the 
German professors, they feel bjit little 
in sympathy with them. 
This renders 
the work of the German teachers ex- 
tremely difficult. 
Pnissian infle.xibility 
is the very antithesis to the Turkish 
way of thinking and feeling, Vamberg 
remarks.

corner of Wallace and John streets, 
was picking up coal at the mouth of 
the big Pennsylvania chutes Saturday. 
A train rushed upon the scene. 
The 
pair v/ere just able to tumble to safety. 


Pennsylvania 
detectives 
were 
so 
nerve-strained 
that 
they 
took 
the 
couple in charge. 
They were ordered 
into coui^t Monday. 
Both were pres- 
ent to explain, in Slavic jargon and 
many gestures, their conduct. 
Inter- 
preter said they pleaded ignorance of 
the law. 


They both nodded their heads and 
stamped their feet when told that they 
must never go to the chutes for coal 
again. 
The interpreter said they had 
stoutly proclaimed that 
they 
never 
would. 


"Bring in all the people you find on 
the tracks in the yards," Judge Kerr 
told railroad men. 
"I will warn a few 
and then start fining theYii. 
I know 
that it is a dangerous practice to get 
upon the tracks to take coal. 
I will 
stop it."

The murder had reacted with conse- 
quences almost as fatal to the dumb 
inhabitants of the little track farm on 
which Cabot made his living. 
Fowls 
which were cooped were found starv- 
ed to death and Cabot's horse had 
fallen in its stall from hunger after 
eating its bed of straw. The little farm 
was desolated. 


Brothcr-in-Law Held. 


Alexander 
Deastreski, 
brother-in- 
law of the slain man, has been arrest- 
ed in connection with the murder with 
that promptne.ss in fastening suspicion 
with action which usually 
character- 
izes 
the 
official 
administration 
of 
small communities. 
Deastreski 
dis- 
covered the body himself early in the 
morning. 
Within two hours he was 
imder arrest charged with the crime. 
Deastreski admits visiting the farm on 
Thursday, and the police think Cabot 
was then dead. 
Mrs. Frances Fisher, 
a sister of Cabot, gave the authorities 
of Desplaines the information 
which 
led Constable W. R. Wheeler to take 
Deastreski into custody. 
The accused 
I brother-in-law preserved a calm front 
and, beyond denying that he commit- 
ted the crime, offered no comment. 


All evidence points to the murder 
having been done last Friday night or 
Saturday. 
Cabot was last seen when 
he drove to the farm of Jacob Moeling 
to get some oats. 
He returned to his 
own farm and the murder probably 
occurred within a few minutes, accord- 
ing to the deductions of 
Desplaines 
authorities. 
It i.s believed the murder- 
er lay in wait within the house. 
The 
fact that Cabot's trousers were strip- 
ped down to his shoes indicates to the 
authorities e.xamining the case that he 
probably was attacked while disrob- 
ing for the night. 
He was hacked 
about the head with a hatchet or ax. 


Victim Died Fighting. 


Overturned furniture, broken dishes 
on the floor aind pictures torn from 
the wall shows that Cabot put up a 
fight before a crushing blow on the 
back of the head killed him outright. 


So far as can be learned nothing 
was removed, except possible s'ome re- 
ceipts which were missed. 
It is said^ 
J Cabot and Deastreski have quarreled 
repeatedly since Mrs. Deastreski, sister 
of Cabot died, leaving a farm to her 
brother. 
Cabot and Deastreski 
are 
said also to have owned in partnership 
a- bakery and flat building in Chicago 
near Walton 
and 
Ashland avenue. 
Deastreski admits that he was at Ca- 
bot's farm on Thursday, but denies 
that he saw him afterward.

As a result of thorough drilling and 
Instruction in fire fighting methods, to- 
gether with the use of modern 
ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, employes of the 
Pennsylvania railroad system, in 1916, 
were enabled, by prompt action, 
to 
save more than $14,000,000 worth of 
the company's property from destruc- 
tion'by the flames. This is shown by 
the annual report of fires extinguished, 
which has just been compiled by the

Altogether, employes of the railroad 
extinguished 385 fires during the year, 
before the arrival of the public fire 
companies.

guarantees for future peace is sup- 
ported In its fundamental Ideas by 
the entente, which in its note set forth 
the same aspirations for a stable set- 
tlement in Europe. 
"Naturally the 


particular ivay in which Mr. Wilson 
proposes to safeguard peace in the 
future requires discussion. 
Such a 


discussion, however.. is premature at 
this time for us, since, as the presi- 
dent himself admits, an indispensable 
preliminary to a future understand- 
ing is that the 'present war must first 
be ended.' For us—actors, not spec- 
tators—this preliminary 
is ot the 


greatest interest. Therefore, it is es- 
sential to see whether our war aims, 
which involve such sacrifices for us, 
are in conflict with those essential 
conditions indicated by President Wil- 
son as necessary to safeguard peace 
in the future. 


"The aims of Italy are indispensable 


conditions of peace. 
Mr. Wilson cited 


as an example of what was needed, the 
reconstruction of Poland, adding that it 
was necessary to have 'inviolable secur-

evening, on tho. measure that would 
create state bureau of agriculture and 
place under its supervision the state 
fHir grounds, now in the hands of the 
state board of agriculture. 


Another bill upon which there is 


likely to be an open hearing is that 
presented Saturday and proposing the 
establishment of a state bureau of 
building inspection, independent of the 
state fire marshal's office and which is 
said to have tlie support of organized 
tradesmen. 
This bill would create an 


office of building inspector who with 
four assistants would have authority 
to examine all architectural drawings 
and specifications in order to assure 
proper construction as to stability. 


Republicans to Plan Program. 


Republicans of the senate who have 


experienced discouragement 
in the 


sickness and absence, as well as the 
death of one member, will undertake to 
outline a definite program for the, re- 
mainder of the session, next week. 
This will be after the election of a suc- 
cessor to the late Senator William T. 
Green and whose presence is essential 
to control. 


It has been perslstenly hinted that 


"four or five democrats will line up 
for the Goodrich economy program" 
but the names of these "four or five" 
have been concealed. 


During the week there will be offer- 


ed suitable memorials for the late Sen- 
ator Green and the committee appoint- 
ed to prepare resolutions will offer an 
appropriate eulogy. 


End of First Half. 


This week will mark th eend of the 


first half of the session and there will 
be a consequent shift in both the sen- 
ate and the house. Many of the clerks 
and 
doorkeepers were named for 


thirt> days, and these must give way 
to the friends of other legislators who 
have not had their turn at the pie 
counter. I nthc senate there have been 
a number of democratic places filled by 
fifteen day appointees and it will mean 
the second change in the personnel of 
tho staff of the upper house. 


SkirnilsliinK Is Near. 


Preliminary skirmishing between the 


wet and dry forces in tho senate will 
begin in earnest this week, following 
the arrival of tho Wright prohibition 
measure from the house, which will 
be referred by Lieutenant Governor 
Bush to tho senate committee on pub- 
lic rights ami franchises. 


The principal object 
of 
the wet 


forces now is to delay action on tho 
<lry bill in the upper house until after 
final action on tho constitutional con- 
vention measure, tho object being the 
defeat of tho prohibition bill. 


A movement to put the constitu- 


tional convention bill ahead of the 
prohibitory measure was apparent Sat- 
urday, and indications during the day 
wore that the early fighting between ' 
the two factions will bo directed along 
those lines. The dry.s insist that the 
best Interests of their cause demand 
that tho prohibition bill be acted upon 
ahead of the convention measure. The 
wets'bellove they can stop the passage 
of the dry bill provided they give 
something in return. That "some- 
thing'J will bo the convention measure. 


Wets Not Reconciled. 


This does not mean that the wets 


have become reconciled to the conven- 
tion plan, but merely shows that they 
have chosen that which, from thclr 
standpolnt. is the lesser of two ovils. 
Those behind the plan sec the many 
objectionable features to a constitu- 
tional convention, but they are willing 
to take a chance on beating prohi- 
bition in a convention rather than as- 
sume such a risk under the present 
situation in the senate. 


But the success of such a venture is 


•problematical, according to those who 
have watched closely the senate situa- 
tion. 
There are indications that the 


plan will prove a fizzle from the wet 
standpoint, for the senate ia just as 
likely to turn down a constitutional 
convention bill and pass a- prohibitory 
law as it it to do the reverse. 


In this connection it can not be said 


that 
prohibition can 
be 
assured 


through a convention, even though a 
clause should be inserted prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. It is pointed out, not alone 
by the drys, but by persons whose first 
consideration is the basic law of Indi- 
ana, that in no state where there is 
constitutional prohibition is it effect- 
ive unless it is backed up by legisla- 
tive enactment. 


Statutory Law Needed. 


- The recital of a clause in the consti- 
tution that the manufacture' and sale 
of intoxicating liquor shall be prohib- 
ited must Vie backed up by a statutory 
law. according to statements by per- 
sons versed in basic law principles. It 
was recalled that in 1881 there was an 
amendment to the Indiana constitution 
which said, in effect, "the legislature 
shall provide for the registration of 
voters," and that provision rehiained 
unnoticed by each recurring general 
assembly for thirty years. The legis- 
lature of 1911 passed a law providing 
for the registration Ckt voters. 


It WHS also recalled that for many 


years the constitution of the s.tate of 
New York prohibited race track gam- 
bling, and it was not until Charles E. 
Hughes became governor of that state 
that a law was passed prohibiting such 
gambling. 


The -drys now are to use the argu- 


ment that if those who say they believe 
in prohibition are willing to sacrifice 
the present bill for a constitutional | 
convention they can not assume to be I 
sincerely for prohibition. 
There are 


indications of sentiment among the 
members of the upper house, however, 
in favor of a constitutional convention, 
and there is a possibility of the passage 
of both bills. 


The McGonagle bill for a constitu- 


tional 
convention 
has' passed 
the 


house and the Wright bill for state- 
wide prohibition has also passed the 
lower branch. 


May Act, on Three Bills. 


It is not improbable that the senate 


will act on the prohibition, constitu- 
tion.nl convention and the o(|ual suf- 
frage bills this week. The first two will 
be rently for final action provided they 
are sent through the committees with- 


out delay, but the suffrage bill is yet 
in the hands of the senate committee 
on rights and privileges.

offices in a building his firm owned 
would be suitable for the federal re- 
serve bank he had leased the offices 
to the government. 


Fisk, of Harvey Fisk & Sons, bank- 


ers, was the first witness called at the 
reopening of the "leak" inquiry here 
today. Fisk was brought into the in- 
quiry by Thomas W. Lawson declaring 
at the hearings in Washington that 
Archibald White told him Fisk had 
boasted to him that he controlled Sec- 
retary McAdoo, and had offered late 
one night, to summon McAdoo from 
his bed by telephone. 
Lawson also 


said he had heard Fisk was connected 
with the peace note "leak." 


Decision to call Fisk was reached 


today at an executive session of the 
committee and its counsel, Sherman L. 
•Whipple. __ 


Meeting Is Harmonious. 


, The meeting was entirely harmoni- 
ous and all agreed that the inquiry 
now should be directad specifically to 
the alleged peace note "leak." Just 
before the hearing opened Represen- 
tative Bennett said that the mysteri- 
ous "paper" in his possession showing 
that someone had the foresight to sell 
20,000 shares of steel on a rising mar- 
ket forty-eight hours before the peace 
note was released, was a clearing 
house record. 


Fisk denied that he had ever had a 


conversation with White as described 
in the Lawson testimony. 


"I want to state positively," he said, 


"that the meeting described never 
took place. I never had a. conversa- 
tion with White during which the 
name of McAdoo entered. I want to 
state that most unequivocally." 


Knew White "Only Slightly." 


The banker said that he knew 


White "only slightly," and had met 
him casually, probably not more than 
half a dozen times. He had never, he 
said, had business dealings with him, 
nor did lie belong to the same club 
that White did, as scorned to be indi- 
cated in the Lawson testimony. 


Fisk said that he was closely asso- 


ciated with Mr. McAaoo in the build- 
ing of the Hudson tubes, his firm act- 
ing as banker for the construction, but 
that he had seen little of him since he 
entered the cabjnot. 


Asked if ho had anything to do with 


closing up McAdoo'r) business affairs 
after he entered the treasury. Fisk 
replied affirmatively. Upon entering 
the cabinet, Mr. Fisk said. Mr. McAdoo 
turned over all of his securities, largely 
bank and -trust company slock, to 
Flsk's llrm and on them obtained a. 
loan of $112,000. 
On January 16, 


1914. 
Fisk said, all of the securities 


having been disposed of, the debt was 
liquidated and a surplus was turned 
over to McAdoo. 


With Much Emphasis. 


"Have you ever purchased or caused 


to be purchased in the last four years 
any securities 
In which 
Secretary 


McAdoo was interested?" Sherman L. 
Whipple, counsel for the investigating 
committee, asked. 


"I have not sir," Fisk declared with 


great emphasis. 


"In the last four years," Whipple 


a.sked, "have you made any requests 
of the secretary?" 


"I ha\;e not," Fisk said. 
"To use 
a homely 
expression, I 


have leaned backwards in that re- 
spect." 


Fisk said that he had personal cor- 


respondence with the secretary, but 
had preserved none of it. 


Lease (<> Vtxlcral Bank. 


"I want to ask you a question," said 


Whipple, "which it was decided by 
the committee in executive session to 
put to you. Is it a fact that the fed- 
eral reserve bank occupied a building 
belonging to your firm?" 


"Yes, during the first year and a 


half of its existence." 


The witness said he personally had 


nothing to do with the negotiations 
for the lease of the offices to the 
bank, these having been conducted by 
the agent of the building. 


"Did you talk to the secretary of 


the treasury about the matter?" pur- 
sued the attorney. 


"I think I did. I told him that our 


offices were best adapted to the bank 
of any in the street at that time. I 
said I would be very glad to have the 
federal reserve bank take a lease of 
our offices. It was just, after the out- 
break of the war. 
Wall street was 


closed up and very few offices were 
available." 


"Did you ask it as a favor?" 
"I did not ask it as a favor, I 


thought we had a right, however, to 
use any proper influence we could 
use." 


Two other concerns, he conceded, 


were seeking to lease offices to the 
bank at the same time. 
Mr. Fisk 


could not recall the price charged, but 
said he would procure the information 
for the committee, also a copy of the 
lease and the names of the two other 
concerns. 


No Officials' Nnm.cs. 


Returning to stock market affairs, 


Mr. Whipple placed before the com- 
mittee the accounts of market, deal- 
ings of the Fisk firm during the "leak" 
period and asked if they contained 
the names of nny public official. 
The 


witness replied in the negative. 


Fisk s«id that since the "le«k" in- 


quiry started Mr. MoAdoo once de- 
clinerl to converse with him over n 
telephone and again, In a Washington 
hotel, said publicly that until the in- 
vestigation was at an end they would 


have no communication witH each 
other. 


Fisk said his firm retains in Wash- 


ington a newspaper man, whose name 
he could not recall, to keep it informed 
regarding government activities 
in 


which it is' interested. He promised 
to furnish the representative's name 
later. 
He denied specifically, how- 


ever, that this 'firm had received any 
communication from its Washington 
representative between Dec. 10 and 23 
relative to the peace note. Mr. Whip- 
pie requested Fisk to look through 
his files for previous communications 
from the firm's Washington represen- 
tative, 
indicating possibility of 
a 


search for other "leaks."

TENPIiiE SUPPLY 


Bureau of Fishers Plans to 


Aid Development of 


the Trade. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Secretary Red- 


field announces that the packers of gray- 
fish estimate that the present demand is 
tenfold the available supply, and that 
one large jobber in the middle west has 
just placed his fourth order since -the 
fish was placed on the market in No- 
vember. 


The avidity with which the retail 


trade and the public have absorbed the 
original pack has stimulated wide inter- 
est among packers, and the bureau of 
fisheries is receiving inquiries from can- 
nery men from New England to Florida 
and from Alaska to Oregon. A number 
of these inquirers are making experi- 
ments to test their methods, and some, 
of them have expressed their intention" 
to pack the fish in commercial qxian- 
titles as soon as arrangements can be 
made. 
The Puget Sound packers now 


canning grayftsh are hampered by diffi 


in obtaining enouoh cans but it, 


is evident that grayfish will become a 
commodity of considerable importance 
during the current year. 


The bureau of fisheries is not only 


lending assistance to the producer by 
helping him to 'solve his cannery and 


marketing problems, and by finding uses 
for the by-products, but in co-operation 
with the department of agriculture, it 
is studying the consumer's interests. The 
experiments have not been completed, 
but enough has been done to show that 


a can of grayfish provides about the 
same quantity of nutriment as a can 
of medium-grade salmon, containing a 
little less protein and a little more fat. 
The fats are digested in about the same 
proportion as those 
of other animal 


foods 
while 
the 
incomplete analysis 


show that the digested proteins will 
at least exceed !)0 per cent. 


An interesting result fo the analysis 


made by the bureau of fisheries and con- 
fined by the foremost investigators is 


that this food is entirely free from uric 
acid, small quantities of which arc found 
in all meats, in other fishes and in all 
poultry. The presence of this substance 
in the small amounts found in other ani- 
mal foods has not the faintest signifi- 


cance from the standpoint 
of 
publifl 


health, but the fact that uric acid in 
wholly absent from grayflsh may re. 
assure some, who always hesitate to try 
new tilings, however low priced and nu- 
tritious.

the building, will be inadequate for such a structure as Port Wayne 
needs, and that, if this be true, there should be delay in plans for the 
building until the error can be remedied, is not one against which 
valid objection can be urged. It is admittedly a matter about which 
the city should be certain before it commits itself to an irrevocable in- 
stance of short-sightedness over which there will be many years of re- 
gret. The people declared for the auditorium project by an over- 
whelming vote. Just as emphatically, we think, are they anxious that 
when it is completed it shall be a structure large enough, convenient 
enough and sightly enough to respond fully to the needs of the city. 


The Sentinel admits it does not know whose judgment formed the 


basis on which was made the request for $225,000 for auditorium pur- 
poses ; whether these figures were the outcome of definite calculation 
by somebody who knew with some definiteness the cost of such pro- 
posed structure, or whether it was merely an off-hand estimate made 
in the belief that it would be ample. In the issue now raised it would 
be both interesting and valuable to hear from architects and builders 
whose judgment will form a definite basis on whicli to fix; calculations. 
There must be no needless investment of money in the auditorium, of 
course, but on the other hand, no citizen desires to see adopted a 
picaynnish policy cither as to size of site or character or capacity of 
building that will compel Fort Wayne to begin to make apologies for 
its shortsightedness before it is fairly into the enjoyment of the fruits 
of its civic enterprise. If we have been too niggardly with our pro- 
posed investment, now is the time to find it out—and to correct it. 


A report in circulation at Indianapolis is to the effect that those 


opposing state-wide prohibition would be satisfied with the election 
of C. J. Hunton as the successor to the late Dr. W. T. Green, of Al- 
bion, joint senator, who died a few days ago, while at Kcndallville, the 
home of Mr. Muntnii, it is stated that not even Mr. Munton's closest 
friends know how he stands on the liquor question. Doubtless Mr. 
Munton is due 1o shed some light on this subject presently, for it's a 
matter on which the people of Noble, Lagrangc and Steubcn counties 
arc likely to insist on having some definite information before they 
cast their votes at the special election next month. 


Announcement is made that the American Railway association 


has given its endorsement to the."daylight saving" plan which is be- 
ing given more or less support over the country, It' the railroads fall 
in line on the proposition for the earlier start of the work day, the 
daylight savers have won their battle. The uninviting prospect of two 
measures of time—one for the railroads and another for the general 
public—constitutes the chief and practically the only argument that 
eun be advanced against the proposed change. 


Former Attorney General Wickcrsham has now taken up the 


cudgel in opposition to the proposed league of nations to enforce peace 
proposed by President Wilson in his recent address. It is often pos- 
sible to guess who's going to be against any proposition by simply not- 
ing who is starting it. There are plenty of fellows whom it is always 
safe to catalogue as on the other side without waiting for them to de- 
ilare themselves.

"The two largest of the copper minci 


at Hajdanpck nnd Ber nre situated in 
the part of Serbia which is occupied bj 
the Bulgars; the daily output of cad 
of these two mines is three truck loads 
of pure copper and two truck loads of 
material used in manufacture of ex- 
plosives which was formerly imported 
from Spain. 


"Austrians are working these two 


mines, but the Bulgars have a share in 
them. Besides copper, there is lead to 
be found in Serbia in the Baba mines; 
the daily output is one truck load of 
lead and a hundred of sulphurct of lead. 
Lead is found also at Kazunj, at Crreni 
Breg, and at Rudnik, where there is 
copper as well." 


VIENNA GOING OUT FOR TRADE OF 


BALKANS. 


The Commercial bank of Vienna in- 


tends to establish a special Balkan ex- 
change in Vienna and Budapest, says a 
Vienna dispatch to tlie Cologne Volks- 
zoitung. It is to form a center for the 
importation of all raw materials coming 
from the Balkans nnd the near.east; to 
a buying center for all goods and wares 
produced and sold in Austria-Hungary 
for exportation to the Balkans and the 
near east; and, finally to promote the 
influx of tourists into the dual mon- 
archy. A large goods depot will be at- 
tached to the exchange, where the wares 
will be both stored and examined. 


This exchange is being created in the 


form of a company, the larger part of 
the shares o£ which will be held by tlio 
Austro-Hungarian government, and the 
rc'st by private individuals. There will 
be a board of directors, half of whom 
will be representatives of the govern- 
ment and the other half elected by the 
private members of " the concern. 
Its 


capital will be about $200,000. 


CONSTANTINOPLE FULL OF GER- 


MAN ADVISERS. 


Prof. Vamberg, who hns been in Con- 


stantinople founding a "brotherhood-in- 
arms society," writes to the Budapest 
Az Ujsag that the circles today guiding 
the destinies of the OttQinan"empire arc 
doing all they can to westernize Turkey. 


Every ministry has its German advis- 


er, he says. Eight young German profes- 
sors have been appointed at the Uni- 
versity of Constantinople. The principle 
difficulty is the language. 
They rnad 


their lectures in Turkish from a transla- 
tion, but the pronunciation is 
awful. 


Their success is very small. 


Even if the Turks greatly respect the 


German professors, they feel but little 
in sympathy with them. This renders 
the work of the German teachers ex- 
tremely difficult. 
Prussian inflexibility 


is the very antithesis to the Turkish 
way of thinking and feeling, Vamberg 
remarks.

"Every 
day I expect some of the women and 
children, who think, of nothing but 
taking the coal, to be ground to pieces 
beneath the iron wheels of a train." 


Mary Zurok was holding a large 


sack while Frank Zurok, her husband, 
corner of Wallace and John streets, 
was picking up coal at the mouth of 
the big Pennsylvania chutes Saturday. 
A train rushed upon the scene. The 
pair were just able to tumble to safety. 


Pennsylvania, detectives were 
so 


nerve-strained that they took the 
couple in charge. They were ordered 
into court Monday. Both were pres- 
ent to explain, in Slavic jargon and 
many gestures, their conduct. Inter- 
preter said they pleaded ignorance of 
the law. 


They both nodded their heads and 


stamped their feet when told that they j 
must never go to the chutes for coal 
again. The interpreter said they had 
stoutly proclaimed that they never 
would. 


"Bring in all the people you flnd on 


the tracks in the yards." Judge Kerr \ 
told railroad men. "I will warn a few 
and then start fining them. 
I know ; 


that it is a dangerous practice to get 
upon the tracks to take coal. I will 
stop it"Has Burstcd Eardrum.

Animals on Farm Near Chi- 


cago Starve Awaiting 


Aged Man's Care. 


Chicago, Jan. 29.—For a week the 


hermitage of solitude where Joseph 
Cabot lived aloof from his kind kept a 
secret of his murder and the tragic 
story of his last battle that was writ- 
ten in the wreckage of his hut on the 
North river road, two miles above 
Desplaines. The body of the hermit 
was discovered yesterday. An ax or 
hatchet had evidently been used to 
kill the man. 


The murder had reacted with conse- 


quences almost as fatal to the dumb 
inhabitants of the little track farm on 
which Cabot made his living. Fowls 
which were cooped were found starv- 
ed to death and Cabot's horse had 
fallen in its stall from hunger after 
eating its bed of straw. The little farm 
was desolated. 


Brothcr-in-Law Held. 


Alexander 
Deaatreski, brother-in- 


law uf-the slain man, has been arrest- 
ed in connection with the murder with 
that promptness in fastening suspicion 
with action which usually character- 
izes the 
official administration of 


small communities. 
Deastreski dis- 


covered the body himself early in the 
morning. 
Within two hours he was 


under arrest charged with the crime. 
Deastreski admits visiting the farm on 
Thursday, and the police think Cabot 
was then dead. Mrs. Frances Fisher, 
a sister of Cabot, gave the authorities 
of Desplaines the information which 
led Constable W. R. Wheeler to take 
Deastreski into custody. The accused 
| brother-in-law preserved a calm front 


and, 
beyond denying that he commit- 


ted the crime, offered no comment. 


All evidence points to the murder 


having been done last Friday night or 
Saturday. Cabot was last seen when 
he drove to the furm of Jacob Moellng 
to get some oats. He returned to his 
own farm and the murder probably 
occurred within a few minutes, accord- 
ing to the deductions of Desplaines 
authorities. It is believed the murder- 
er lay In wait within the house. The 
fact that Cabot's trousers were strip- 
ped down to his shoes Indicates to the 
authorities examining the case that he 
probably was attacked while disrob- 
ing for tho night. 
He was hacked 


about tho head with a hatchet or ax. 


Victim Died righting. 


Overturned furniture, broken dishes 


on the floor and pictures torn from 
tho wall shown that Cabot put up a. 
fight before a crushing blow on the 
back of the head killed him outright. 


So fur as can be learned nothing 


was removed, except possible sonic re- 
ceipts which wore missed. It is said 


1 Cabot and Deastreski have quarreled 


repeatedly since Mrs. Dcastrcaki, sister 
of Cabot died, leaving a farm to her 
brother. 
Cabot and Dcastreskl arc 


said also to have owned in partnership 
a bakery and fiat building In Chicago 
near Walton 
and 
Ashland avenue. 


Deastreski admits that he w:in at Ca- 
bot's farm on Thursday, but denies 
that ho saw him afterward.

Pennsylvania Fire Fighting Methods 


Proved Very Efficient. 


As a result of thorough drilling and 


Instruction in fire fighting methods, to- 
gether with the use of modern ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, employes of the 
Pennsylvania railroad system, in 1916, 
were enabled, by prompt action, to 
save more than $14,000,000 worth of 
the company's property from destruc- 
tion by the flames. This is shown by 
the annual report of fires extinguished, 
which has just been compiled by the 
Insurance 
department, covering the 


lines both east and west of Pittsburg. 


Altogether, employes of the railroad 


extinguished 385 fires during the year, 
before the arrival of the public" flre 
companies. 
The total loss sustained 


in these fires was only $16,437.42, 
while the value of the property en- 
dangered was $14,526,481. The aver- 
age loss sustained was a little more 
than one-tenth of one per cent. 


Regularly organized flre brigades 


among employes extinguished ninety 
fires, holding the total loss down to 
$5,223.98. 
The property threatened 


•was valued at $7.527,732. 
On.j hun- 


dred and eleven fires were extinguish- 
ed by individual employes, the total 
loss being less than $3,000, while tho 
property at risk was valued at nearly 
$2,230,000. Locomotive fire apparatus 
was instrumental in checking twenty- 
three fires, at a total loss of $1.200. 
Water casks and flre pails were used 
in putting out ninety-two fires with 
such promptness that the destruction 
amounted to less than $1,500, although 
the property in danger was worth 
nearly $2,00,000. Chemical extinguish- 
ers were utilized in checking forty-six 
fires and keeping the loss down to 
$1,300 on property values in excess of 
$1,00,000.
